Washington — OP)—As the 
first 


mnjor «t*j> of It5 carr»r, the Federal 
Farm, board has worked out a plan 
for improving the present price of 
cotton and is prepared to take simi- 
lar action on wheat under a scheme 
to be announced later. 


The board is of the 
opinion that 


prevailing cotton prices are too low. 
and believes the solution lies in more 
orderly marketing 
of this 
year's 


crop. It is prepared to lend an un- 
limited amount of money to the cot- 
ton growers, that they may hold 
their product off the market. 


Analyzing the present cotton mar- 


ket, the board is of the opinion that 
open fall weather in the 
southern 


states has led to too rapid marketing, 
with world consumption meannhlle 
on a level equal to that of last year 
and the total supply of American cot- 
ton at a lesser stage than a year ago. 
More cotton, it believes, has 
been 


rushed into the market than it can 
temporarily absorb, 
with resulting 


depressed prices and ^ lack of confi- 
dence in cotton values. 


To assist the growers to hold back 


their crop and meanwhile ^neet their 
financial obligations, the board pro- 
poses to Uend to cotton cooperatives, 
qualified as borrowers

Capper-Volstead act, "sums sufficient

tions to 16 cents per pound on graded

One April 
day when a wave of-social self-con- 
sciousness had swept the capital, Sec- 
retary Stimson announced, in effect, 
that his department no longer should 
lie secretary--to social Washington: 
that the protocol "division had far 
more important duties to occupy it; 
that the giving of advice had been 
misinterpreted so that it had assumed 
the importance of official pronounce- 
ment; that Washington society must 
shift for Itself* in settling its social 
problems. 


Apparently the meaning 
of this 


statement escaped many, for the re- 
quests for assistance still come by 
telephone and letter. 
But hostess 


and social secertary receive the same 
response—in effect: 
•' 


"Settle it for yourself; the state de- 


partment Is out of society."

DEPORT UNDESIRABLES 


Two hundred fifty aliens who have 


abused the privileges of freedom they 
enjoyed in the United States have been 
concentrated at Ellis Island for depor- 
tation. In the lot are forty-five of Chi- 
cago's criminal population, 
together 


with some of its worst racketeers, gun- 
men and keepers of vice resorts. A few 
of them are from Wisconsin and other 
western states. They include doubtless 
a good sprinkling bf murderers 
and 


anarchists. 


• This is all very well as far as it goes. 


- Men-who abuse the privileges of 
American residence as these men have 
done deserve to be put out of the coun- 
try bag and baggage. They have not 
the first claim to our tolerance or con- 
sideration. Instead of shipping 
out 


from time to time mere handsful of 
250 we ought to be expelling them in 
droves. 
There are without the least 


doubt 25,000, and probably ten times 
that number, of undesirable aliens that 
we could dispense with to the welfare 
and security of the people. ' 


Like everything else insthis coun- 


try, the alien question is saturated'with 
politics. There are thousands of gang- 
sters all over the United States, many 
of the Italians and other nationalities/ 
who are unmolested in their criminal 
pursuits, from bootlegging and rack- 
eteering up to revolutionary conspira- 
cies. They could all be ferreted out and 
convicted if we had a consistent and 
genuine policy 
of law 
enforcement. 


From one end of the country to the 
other, however, lawlessness is at a 
premium. The -federal government is 
as indifferent -or as' impotent 
as the • 


states. Here atfd there examples 
are 


made of a few, but in a general way 
obedience to and enforcement of law 
have broken down. 


Jpov. Kohler is to be commended for 


th&preliminary steps he has taken to 
cleanup Hurley, protege of'Peck's 
bad -boy.

to do with prohibition. His obligations 
in'the premises would be the same re- 
gardless of whether the eighteenth 
amendment were in existence or not. 
Furthermore, he does not propose to 
act under state enforcement of prohi- 
bition for there is .no such a-thing in 
Wisconsin. 
It is the lawlessness of 


Hurley with which he is concerned. 
Much of that lawlessness to be sure 
grows out of abuses of the saloon and 
liquor traffic. These had to be dealt 
with in the days before prohibition the 
same as today. 


When a city or community becomes 


crime-ridden and its people are in a 
state of terrorism, it is time the execu- 
tive authority 
of the state 
took 


cognizance of 'the • situation. Hurley, 
being a part of Wisconsin, is subject to 
its laws and constitution and ought to 
be made within reason to respect both. 
This it refuses to do. Gov. Kohler will 
have the support and respect of all law- 
abiding citizens in whatever action he 
takes to make Hurley behave itself. 


Seen And Heard 


In New York

New York—On a single acre of land in the 


suburban dlty of Yonkets, 
SO minutes 
from 


Times Square, spreads a two-story'Stone building, 
like a, big. white box with bevelled edges around 
the top. 


Compared with the grand mansions of movie 


magnates, it is an unpretentious structure, yet 
It Is the only real manor huose left in a terri- 
tory that nevertheless abounds with countless 
"manors" in the names oC real estate develop- 
ments. 


It has been standing longer than any of its 


neighbors and probably will occupy its cramped 
rite longer than any of the modern palaces that 
dot the surrounding countryside. For the his- 
toric landmark. Philipso Manor Hall, has been 
given a new slate roof expected to protect it for 
another couple of centuries. 


LORDLY RELIC 


A ward of the American Scenic and Historic 
Preserration society, the seventeenth century 
hall was given to the state of New York by Mrs. 
William P. Cochran. mother of the late Alexan- 
der Smith Cochran. Twice threatened with de- 
molition, it finally was bought by 'Mrs. Cochran 
from the ally of Yonkers In 1907 and endowed 
by her son as a relic of colonial times. 


As its name indicates, the house was once 


the country seat of an American aristocrat. 


Frederick Phillpse, having become the wealth 
lest merchant in New York, acquired the land of 
two counties on the banks of the Hudson and 
began in 1690-the erection of a home suitable to 
his wealth and'position. 


Three years later his possessions were made 


by royal charter a lordship or manor of Phil- 
ipsborough and Frederick became the first lord. 
As descendants inherited his holdings, they en- 
larged the original building. 


Unfortunately for their landed securities,- how- 


ever, the family adhered to the British cause In 
the war of independence and the estate was tak- 
en away from them, sold and gradually broken 
up into smaller farms. Bought by Yonk"ers in 
1868 as a city hall and for its preservation, the 
building again was about to be wrecked when 
Mrs. Cochran Intervened. 


The-Philipse family has run out the last di- 


rect descendant of Sir Frederick-. Miss Catherine 
Wadsworth Philipse. dying at the age of 68 In 
her home at Greenwich, Conn., last January. 
She left as realty only a few tracts of wild 
mountain land which remained from the disper- 
sal of the original estate. 


The manor house, however, remains to per- 


petuate her ancestor's memory and to house the 
only complete collection of the portraits of 
United States presidents outside of the national 
capitol. The paintings were collected by Alex- 
ander Smith Cochran and donated by him to the 
public.

Meanwhile, a relic of more recent times In 


New York Is collecting dust In a Brooklyn ware- 
house, while a life Insurance company decides 
what to do with It. 


It is St. Gauden's rather famous ''statue of 


Diana that adorned the tower of old Madison 
Square Garden. The figure of the huntress, 
poised on one foot, was a memorable Fifth ave- 
nue sight a$ times when her grace was outlined 
against a full ipoon- 


The Insurance company acquired It with'the 


Garden site, on which a skyscraper now stands.

000,000, was completed this fall; By means of 50 
moveable dams and locks, a nine-foot water stage 
Is maintained throughout the Jength of the river 
and this gateway to commerce has been reopened.

Immediately plunge- the 
injured 


eg Into a tub or bucket of water as 
hot as endurable, and-keep it so far 
•an hour! frequency*dipping out some 
water and adding^ hotter water, to 
maintain the extreme of heat. Fol- 
owjng the hot"1footbath, gently mas- 
sage the ankle and leg, using up- 
ward strokes, with camphorj liniment 
camphorated ,oil) or other 'mild ap- 
illcation such as witch hazel or 
>laln soapy water or soap water 
with a drop of turpentine 
added. 


After 15 minutes of massage, apply 
dry'heat In any available form. A 
50 watt ordinary frosted electric 
ight- bulb arranged to hang a few 
Inches from tho ankle,-under a cov- 
er, .will serve very well. 


In "mild 'case, where the Injury Is 


clearly "not a fracture; the foot,, an- 
cle and leg should be immedately 
>andaged or strapped after the pre- 
liminary hot soaking. - Then the pa- 
tient should resume 
walkage 
at 


once, wearing In addition to 
the 


bandage 
or adhesive dressing 
a 


snugly laced high shoe for addition- 
al support of the ankle. 


In any case, in the absence of 


medical advice, a sprain will do tet- 
ter if'the patient makes earnest ef- 
fort^ to use the injured ankle. If the 
ankle is left long at rest after such 


'injury there will be more trou- 


ble from adhesions and other dif- 
ficulties later on. If the pain felt 
on stepping out with the injured 
foot *ls not intolerable the patient 
need not worry about the Jhought 
of possible fracture of bone, for ev- 
en If there is such fracture no great 
mrnVls done by walking on the 1% 
lured foot, at least until proper med' 
leal care Is available. 


How to apply a supporting band' 


age or adhesive plaster strips to a 
sprained ankle is easier to demon 
strate than to describe. Imagine the 
ligament tprn or stretched, and the'n 
try to apply, the dressing in such a 
way^as to draw together and hold to 
gether tlie torn or stretched tissues. 
Bandage or straps should be applied 
from tho forefoot upward to the 
middle of the calf. 


Where diathermy Is available, the 


victim of a sprain with obstinate af- 
ter lameness is in great luck, for 
this is the only means at our dis- 
posal for getting heat in where the 
damage is. 


Modern surgical experience teach- 


es that disability is shortened by this 
mobile treatment, as compared with 
the prolonged disability that often 
attended sprain treated In^the old 
fashioned Immobile way, with pias- 
ter cast or similar splints. Only 
when fracture or other complication 
Is clearly recognized should the In- 
JuredTjoint be Immobilized.

When Mr. Edison invented the elec- 
tric lamp 
he may perhaps have 


thought just to produce plain light 
and more of it at less cost. I sur- 
mise that his wildest ambition was 
to relieve the human race from the 
curse of always-cleaning oil lamps, 
scrubbing up candle drips, and-ever- 
lasting carrying one of the other of 
them about. He may have thought 
to add safety to Chicago against a 
second accident from an oil lamp.

liberations of the International tech- 
nical consultative committee at The 
Hague from Sept. 19 to October Z. 


By the use of improved equipment 
the radio technicians from nearly all 
nations agreed that separation be- 
tween the channels reserved for in- 
ternational communications can be 
reduced by one half .and that the 
624 channels in this band may be 
practically doubled. It also resolved 
that a large block of frequencies In 
this band, ranging from 6,000 to >.* 
000 kilocycles (50 to 33 meters) can 
be used during daylight for medium 
distance communication without In- 
terfering with the regular trans- 
oceanic operations. 


Coincident with the return of fed- 


eral radio Commissioner Charles 
McK Saltzman, chairman of the 
American delegation, and members 
of his staff, the state department 
announces 
the recommendations 


adopted at the conference. These 
recommendations are 
drafted 
for 


the benefit of the 79 nations and ad- 
ministrations signatory to the in- 
ternational radiotelegraph conven- 
tion of 1927, but are not mandatory.

and the search for them, conducted 
on a bigger scale'than-any airplane 
search In the history of North Amer- 
ica, is demonstrating the full extent 


, of the risks shouldered, by the flyers 
' who cruise along these lanes for a 


livelihood.

Colonel C. D. H, MacAlpine, fa- 


xnoua Canadian mining man and sev- 
en companions, took oft from Baker 
Lake, 130 miles in from the west 
coast of Hudson's Bay, on Sept. 8 to 
fly 2000 miles on an exploring trip to 
Aklavlk, nearly due west. Since then 
tho two planes carrying the party 
have not been heard from and the 
best flyers in Canada have been 
searching for them" dally. Practical- 
ly all of the Canada's star pilots have 
been brought here. 


A» L. Reading, engineer and geo- 


logist attached ,to Dominion Explor- 
ers, has done his share of flying in 
the northland and some of the exper- 
iences he has undergone show just 
•what kind of a gamble an Arctic 
flight can be. 
. Weather conditions, ' seldom very 
good are occasionally downright vile. 
,"When a gale comes howling down 
•from the North Pole, bringing sleet 
and snow and fog along with it, there 
simply isn't any flying until it is 
"pver-^-and any pilot caught aloft In 
the storm is apt to be out of luck.\ 
. Furthermore, a forced landing can 
•.be terribly serious, even when the 
ship lands safely. If the aviator es- 
capes being killed in the crash, he 
;..has an excellent chance of starving 
"to death: and he also has the com- 
-.'fortlng • knowledge that even if

To hike cross country for re- 
lief would have been suicide. Read- 
1 ing and his comrades clambered over 


the rocky shore and managed to kill 
ptarmigans with some stones, like 
tho .Eskimos do and these birds con- 
stituted their food supply. 


Finally the engine was repaired. 


The gasoline supply was low, but 


, there was no choice—they had to fly. 


And fly they did, reaching Tavane 
at last with exactly one quart of gas 
remaining in the reserve tank. 


A short time later Captain B. W. 


Broatch. ace of Canadian northwest 
pilots, flew north to Chesterfield In- 
let and failed to return.
